EDITOH JOUBXAL—Dear1 Sir. With your 


kind permission the fire boy) \\ould like to 
refute some of the slurs cast upon us by 
the editor ol the Eeno Gazette. At the 
time of the fire in which the meat slipping 
building was burned, an article appeared 
in the Gazstte berating the boys for cot 
pulling a heavy fire engine and hose cart at 
least half a mile outside of the city limits 
with two feet of snow on the ground, and 


thermometer twenty or tliiity degrees 


below zero, to fight the same; also said 
that we stood in the engine house in total 
ignorance of the whereabouU of the fire 
The editor of the Gazette, however, kindly 
came ovei to the engine house and informed 
us that the fire was at the Redaction Woi Is. 
Funny that the editor of the Gazette should 
make such a simple mistake. Allow us to 
intorni the Gazette that it is not our duty 
to go out of the city limits. At the time of 
:he Nndon fire we were abused for being 
'slow as usual again," Notwithstanding 
:hewintense cold, the fire boys were there ia 
;ood season, and hod the hose unreeled 
and reaJy for wa'er, when it was found 
that the hose was clogged with ice. Instead 
of giving up under such conditions they 
went to work and uncoupled each length of 
hose and worked water through each 
length till they finally got n stream en the 
fire. Were the fire boys to blame because 
of the ice being there' 
It is not the duty 


of the fire boys to clean and taUe cura of 
hose. That ice was in the hose before it 
was taken ont of the house. Whose fault 
was it? Perhaps the editor of the Gazette 
may tell. Now we come to the last fi-o. 
The fire boys got to work so quickly, and 
did such good work, that it was impossible 
for the Gazette to find fault in that respect. 
Bit for feai the fire boys should receive 
soi.it) credit.it was most positively stated 
hat two outsiders were the ones that did 
all the good work; bat at tho game time 
allow us to say that a few members of 
Monumental No, 6 happened to work in 
the same place, and also did equally good 
work. When the fire was at the worst it 
was impossible for any man to stand at the 
nozzle for more than ten or fifteen minutes.
